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HAWAII. 
Examination of Rodents for Plague Infection. 

During the week ended August 3, 1912, there were examined at 
Hilo 548 rats and mongoose, and at Honokaa 1,431. During the 
week ended August 10, 1912, there were examined at Hilo 805 rats 
and mongoose, and at Honokaa 1,784. No plague infection was 
found. 

At Honolulu during the week ended August 3, 1912,. there were 
examined 251 rats, and during the week ended August 10, 1912, there 
were examined 230 rats. No plague-infected rat was found. 

The last case of human plague occurred at Honokaa March 14, 1912. 
The last plague-infected rat was found between Honokaa and Kapu- 
lena April 24, 1912.
